RESUMING WORK

Distribution of American Food
Proves Big Factor in

Labor Situation.

BERLIN, Wednesday, April 23. (By
the Associated Press) Almost as sud-
denly as the recent strikes began
here, there and everywhere. Germany
appears to be quieting again. The
coal miners in the Ruhr district are
returning to work and yesterday those
in the Dushburg and Muelheira dis-
tricts, as well as half a dozen other
places, returned to the collieries.

The fact that the men are rsuminc;
work Is remarkable because the com-
munists have urged a continuation of
the strike.

A big faclor in the situation has
been' the distribution of American
food, which has proved a special at-
traction to laboring men.

The situation in Brunswick has
quieted so that the authorities have
been able to modify and licbten the
regulations incident to martial law.
Hamburg is almost the only city with
the exception of Munich where mat-
ters have not quieted, at least for the
moment. Military forces are still in
charge at Hamburg and with the po-
ller succeeded yesterday in bringing
about order after communists had
vainly stormed the police station. The
communists have been guilty of a
number of cruelties at Hamburg, it is
charged, as a result of which inno-
cent people have lost their lives.
